Applicant 
argues that there is no motivation to combine the references of Blaeser et al. 726 with Euteneuer et aL '646. Euteneuer teaches that the 
sleeves may overlap to form a seal and thus provide a waterproof chamber to prevent the stent from being exposed to body fluids before 
the sleeves are retracted (Column 6 lines 39-61 ). The motivation to overlap the sleeves is to provide a waterproof chamber. A 
waterproof chamber prevents the device from being exposed prematurely to body fluids.. 
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
